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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: JP 62-108772 
discloses cubic boron nitride containing 0.11 mol% magnesium nitride and cubic boron 
nitride containing 0.5 mol% of magnesium boronitride (See Examples 1 and 4.) JP 63- 
045175 discloses cubic boron nitride which contains 0.05 mol% of magnesium 
boronitride. (See Example 3.) However there is no technical reason for concluding that 
the magnesium in the cubic boron nitride of either JP 62-108772 or JP 63-045175 would 
be contained in the crystals of the cubic boron nitride, as opposed to intergranular 
regions, as required by applicants' claim 1. Moreover, there is no technical reason for 
concluding that the cubic boron nitride of either JP 62-1 08772 or JP 63-0451 75 would 
have a toughness index in a range of 50 to 59, as required by applicants' claim 1 .
